Origin of the English Version of the 
Bible. 


We fake the following interesting ae- 
count of the origin of our Euglish version 
of the Bible from the Report of the Comunit- 
tee on Versions, which was recently read 
amd adopted by the Board of Managers of 
the American Bible Society. 

“Besides the translation of Wickliffe, 
completed about A. D. 1380, but existing 
until quite recently only in manuseript, six 
Vrotestatt English versions had been print- 
ed aud circulated, anterior to the oue now 

“The earliest published English Bible 
was that of Tyodal. The New ‘Testament 
was printed in Holland, in 1526, and sev- 
eral times afterwards; the Pentateuch at 
Hiamburg, in 1530. ‘This version was fol- 
lowed in 1535 by Coverdale’s translation 
of the whole Bible; which was twice re- 
published, in 1550 and 1553. Matihew’s 
Bible, so called, was printed in 1537, in 
Hamburg or some other part of Germany. 
The name Thomas Matthew is understood 
to be fictitious ; and the work seems to have 
been mainly made up trom the translations 
of Tyndale and Coverdale. According to 
some, the real editor was the martyr Johu 
Rogers,

committed to the press, ‘Their labors 
tended through three-quarters of a year. 
‘ Last of all, Bilson, Bishop of Winchester, 
and Dr. Myles Smith, afterwards bishop st 
Gloucester, again reviewed the whole work, 
and prefixed arguments to the several 
books; by whieh ‘arguments’ are proha- 
bly intended the contents of the chapters, 
ete. Dr. Smith*also wrote the prefaer. 
The translation thus laboriously and faigh- 
fully prepared, was first printed and pyb- 
lished in A. D. 1611, in folio, and in the old 
black letter. 
“In the preface the translators; ‘We 
never thought from the begining, that we 
should need to make anew translation, gor 
yet to make of a bad one a good one; Init, 
to make a good one better, or out of thasdd V 
yood ones one principal good one, not just- 
ly to be expected against, that hath bépn 
our endeavour, that our mark.” This is 
doubtless a true and appropriate statement 
of the object and motives which thigise 
eminent persons had before their minds in 
executing the great work thus solenisly 
conmnitted to their charge.
